Apparent determination by both Ful- 
ton County and City of Atlanta officials 
to hold the line on taxes and» to effect 
economies in operations wherever possi- 
ble will be received with relief by local 
taxpayers. 

Certainly the signs of dissatisfaction 
by property owners indicate that all econ- 
omies possible must be made consistent 
with progress and good government. Even 
considering the pressing needs for funds 
in so many fields, ad valorem taxes on 
property are approaching the peak the 
community will stand. 

Need for new sources of revenue end 
more help from the state present the 
greatest financial challenges to Atlanta 
and all Georgia urban areas. Placing the 
entire burden on real estate is unfair and 
will not yield the municipal revenues re- 
quired. 

While no exact estimate has been 
made about increases in school taxes, the 
mayor indicates that property tax hikes 
next year should be considerably less 
than the 25 per cent forecast earlier by 
Ald. James E. Jackson. This, of course, 
will be received with approval. It must 
be remembered, however, that holding 
the line also means holding the line on 
expanded services. 

Mayor Hartsfield made a good point 
yesterday in calling on the Fulton County 
legislative delegation to let the city gov- 
ernment know its intentions about meas- 
ures affecting the budget. Since this 
budget is made in December, any pro- 
posals to raise salaries, amend the city 
charter and otherwise to increase the 
city’s costs by legislative fiat should be 
made known. 

The same applies to Fulton County. 
How can a government plan its fiscal 
operations, including tax rates, if its leg- 
islative representatives overrule months 
of planning by its elected and responsible 
officials? 

Both city and county governments 
have financial problems brought on 
by growth which cannot be evaded. 
But it is good that officials are seek- 
ing to achieve efficiency and economy 
to the end that essential services can be 
met. Efforts to increase the tax base, 
such as through urban renewal, must be 
accelerated to ease the relative load on 
real estate.

Fulton County’s legislative delega- 
tion has moved wisely in setting up a 
citizens committee to help work out an 
acceptable home-rule bill.

And 
then he concluded the message with this 
paragraph: 


“Our nation with all its people fs more 
than ever, in these critical times, dependent 
upon those newspaper standards which sepa- 
rate the significant from the sensational, 
scorn half-truths and rumor and consider 
their vrofession for what it basically is: A 
public trust.” 


If the President seemed also to be 
writing between the lines, who could 
blame him? The newspaper standards, 
which he so accurately describes, are by 
no means the habiliment of all. Sensa- 
tion, half-truths,. rumor and the insig- 
nificant are the blood plasma of some 
newspapers in each section of every state. 

But, happily, those newspapers which 
do strive toward the ideal by the Presi- 
dent seem to be doing better and better 
and winning greater and greater accept- 
ance. 

At any rate, we hail National News- 
paper Week and accept the challenge by 
the President. A newspaper, as he says, is 
a public trust.

There followed a recital of

surpass us.” It was about the 
only concession I got in Russia! 


When I asked him what they 
wanted most from us, he men- 
tioned textile and chemical ma- 
chinery, equipment for paper fac- 
tories, and referred to other items 
in Khrushchev’s letter to the 
President. He was very pleased 
by a recent deal with an Ameri- 
can company for chemical equip- 
ment. While he thought that busi- 
nessmen of the two countries “got 
along quite well together,”’ Mi- 
koyan said President Roosevelt's 
slogan was “live without fear,” 
but evidently American firms 
were living in fear of trading with 
the U.S.S.R. 


Trade is very much on the 
minds of the Russian industrial- 
ists and about the only visible 
bad temper I saw in the U.S.S.R. 
was the manager of a machine 
tool factory in Siberia who ex- 
ploded: ““What sort of a national 
policy is it not to trade!” He 
revealed the extreme irritation of

We, too, 
desire to preserve the separation 
of church and state. 


In Russia it means that the 
government is affirmatively god- 
less, and intends that the society 
it builds shall be so. In such a 
society the church is permitted for 
those who still yearn for its serv- 
ice. This must never be what is 
meant in America by the same 
principle. 


. On the other hand, our strength 
as a nation has and must always 
be the result of an. affirmatively 
Christian society shaped by men 
whose personal faith is, nurtured 
in the church. The point of sepa- 
ration must be only at the point 
of control of either by the other 
organization. 


“Are you free to criticize the 
government?’’ we frequently askéd 
the Russian pastors. The answer 
was always the same, “We stay 
out of politics. We preach religion 
from the Bible for the individual 
human heart. The church’ ds no’ 
place for politics,” 


This sounded strangely familiar. 
I've heard it in Georgia, very 
frequently in recent months! One 
of our party, a denominational 
official, was receiving very heavy 
and “hot” mail while we traveled 


because of a recent forthright so- 
cial pronouncement made by our 
church on the “right-to-work” is- 
sue. One layman wrote him, “‘Why 
don’t you keep your mouth shut, 
and ‘preach the gospel!’’ This not 
only would be the neatest trick 
of the week, but would result in 
the. death of the vitality of. the 
church in this free land. 


In America we must beware of 
the two dangers evident in the 
Russian church—the failure of the 
church of the Czars before the 
revolution and the fear of the 
church of the present day. 


The church of the Czars became 
the mouthpiece for those in pow-. 
er. It deserved to die with 
Czars. The threat to the American’ 
church is'that it become the pris- 
oner of one class, ome race, one 
kind of thought, and forsake its. 
ministry to all men.°We must 
free ourselves of vested interests’ 
which prevent us from serving as 
the conscience of the nation. We 
must stay close to all the people 
if we are to save the people—and 
the church. 


The present Russian church fs 
able to survive only because it 
is careful not to offend from its 
pulpits. No American has a right 
to criticize this plan of survival. 
We do not know how we would 
accommodate ourselves. to the 
same circumstances. There is a 
greater relaxation now in Russia 
than is offorded churches in the 
satellite countries. The Commu- 
nist Party shifts its attitude to- 
ward the churches depending .on 
the activities of the churches. 
Poland recently, with greater 
dom, the pulpits have bee 
bolder in pronouncements. 
sequently they have within past 
weeks been subjected tor new ral 
itations.

From this we in America must 
learn that all our precious free- 
doms in this land are tightly 
bound up with a free pulpit. No 
kind of pressure must be tolerated 
to get the approval of the church 
for the sins of our society. 


Laymen should, for example, be 
encouraging their ministers to de- 
liver sermons on the race ques- 
tion and all other crucial, though 
controversial subjects, for only so 
will our €hurch survive. 


It is plainly written on the walls 
of Russian life that if free nations 
are to exist, the churches must 
be virile and free.

SEVERAL CASES 

In his report to Cook, Williams 
mentioned several cases in which 
tax collections were belatedly de- 
posited with the Revenue depart- 
ment after The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion’s disclosure of irregularities 
in two cases. Williams did not ex- 
plain who made the deposits, but 
in one case he said tax money 
was “paid into the department by 
ah attorney who did not disclose 
his client.” 


Williams reported that a $15,324 
payment covering a shortage in 
the Savannah office and involving 
a former employe there was re- 
ceived this week. The shortage 
covered a period from July, 1951, 
through February, 1958, Williams 
said. 

CALLED FOR RECORDS 

Cadenhead declined to say how 
many cases are under investiga- 
tion, but he confirmed that he 
had subpoenaed a batch of tax 
records on additional cases. He 


he had evidence that some state 
tax records have been altered. 


AFTER DISCLOSURE 


Williams reported to the attor- 
ney general that he began his in- 
vestigation after The Atlanta Con- 
stitution disclosed two cases in 
{which sales tax collections al- 
legedly were made, but the money 
was not deposited with the Reve- 
nue department. 

Cook commented that he was 
studying the report and added, 

“Where there’s a shortage, I'll 
take action to recover the money. 
If there are any criminal viola- 
tions, the evidence will be turned 
over to the appropriate solicitor 
general for presentation to a 
grand jury.” 


Williams said his probe showed 
the late Albert Dozier received

ISSUED IN CASE 


Williams said he found that a 
sales tax fi. fa. in the amount of 
$3,562.08 had been issued in the 
case of McLeod Motor Co. of Ma- 
con. He said Bibb County records 
show the fi. fa. was marked satis- 
fied July 3, 1956. 


“Our investigation disclosed 
further that this fi. fa. had been 
adjusted and the amount of $1,- 
049.21 had been accepted in settle- 
ment,”’ Williams said. “It appears 
that this payment was in cash 
paid to W. W. Coleman and H, C. 
Crumbley. We were advised that 
this adjustment and collection 
was made at the direction of 
Mr. Albert Dozier. .. . 


“We were further advised that 
upon this being effectuated that 
the collected funds were placed 
in the hands of Mr. Dozier.” 


MONTHLY RECORDS 


Williams said his investigation 
disclosed that monthly records 
of sales tax payments for W. B.

After Hank Bauer’s first-inning hit—the 16th straight series game 
in which the outfielder has hit safely—the Yankees collected only 
two more safeties until the ninth. 

Bauer and Mantle struck homers in that three-run round as 
Burdette surrendered four hits—one more than he had yielded in 
the previous eight frames.

You were a name in the box 
score as you were beaten 11 times and won 6. 
They don’t make reservations at Cooperstown 
for a pitcher with a record like that.

There’s a definite touch of fall 
in the air. A drive along a coun- 
try road will produce many 
breeze-blown fragrances. Col- 
ors are brilliant, almost flam- 
ing, with the reds and oranges 
of drying corn, pumpkins, and 
of course, foliage. The air holds 
a chill, too, the kind that makes 
you want to go home to a hearty 
soup supper. 

Here is a recipe with a “‘fresh- 
as-fall” flavor. That's because 
it's made with frozen condensed 
soup, the soup with sealed-in 
goodness. Try it as you return 
from a country visit. This is 
how it’s made:

can sell you a Strad if you’ve got the money, know and have pub- 
lished a list of all Strads in existence. They KNOW where they all 
are. A Strad label means nothing at all. You can buy a Strad label, 

and 


Vv. L. Stapler of Newnan, H. D. Harred of Bowdon, 
Ernest A. Roper of Monticello have all written that their violins 
have a Strad label. Mrs. W. HB. Cox of Washington has one 
with the label “Hope” inside, and B. F. Hamilton, Tarrytown, 
has one labeled “Gairaud.” Neither of the latter names is on 
the list of famous violin makers. 


Now all of these old violins are valuable as antiques, of course, 
and some may be excellent musical instruments. But as far as com- 
manding a fabulous price, like genuine Strads do, the answer is no.
